Governor’s Proposal Would 
Do Away With Payments 
for Memberships on Boards 
—Hyde Plans “‘Directors.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, Jah. 28.— 
Gov. Hyde's plan for reorganization 
of State departments to group the 
various executive departments and 
State institutions under directors 
who will form a Governor's cabinet 
is to meet the combined opposition 
cf the elective State officials as well 
as the boards of managers of the in- 
stitutions and many politicians, it 
was learned last night. 

The Governor's scheme. which will 
be presented to the Legislature with- 
in a few dave, would redrce the sal- 
aries of Secretary of State Becker. 
Auditor Hackmann,Attorney-General 
Barrett and Treasurer Thompson ap- 
proximately $1000 a year each. and 
would take from Becker and Hack- 

1ann much political patronage. As 
to salaries, the bills would cut off 
vractically all.of the “extras” rs- 
ceived by the State officers, who 
would retain little more than fhe 
$3000 salaries specified for them tn 
the Constitution. 

The Secretary of State, the Aué@it- 
or, the Attornev-General and the 
Treasurer have for many years beer 
members of the Board of Permanent
